MORNING BULLETIN. 


Rome,- July 7—The full text of the

without sleep. Nourishment, however, 
has been more freely taken and the 
general condition of the patient is a 
little more reassuring. An objective 
examination shows a change in the 
rigiitthorax and the middle lobe which 
up to yesterday did not permit the 
.passing of air, but now allows air to 
penetrate. The heart is depiessed so

HE TOOK NOURISHMENT. 


, London, July 7—The Evening News 
publishes a dispatch from Its Rome, 


Administered to the Dying Pope Late 


Last Night—The Pope's Mind is 


Perfectly Clear. 


Rome, July 7—3:55 a. m.—"I wish to 


see once more, perhaps 
for the las I 


time the rays of the sun<?'< 


With these words, given in a whis- 


per so low that they were scarcely 
audible to the anxious physician who 
bent over him, Pppe Leo indicated his 
desire that the shutters of his bed- 
chamber be opened. The soft light of 
dawn was just giving way to the rising 
sun as His Holiness awoke from a 
brief sleep, which Dr. Lapponi had in- 
duced by a strong dose of chloral. His 
sleep was so death like that artificial 
respiration was 
continued, 
and Dr. 


Lapponi every few minutes leaned an- 
xiously over the couch to observe the 
patient and to listen to his hardly per- 
ceptible breathing. 
Pope Leo awoke 


wet with perspiration, feeble to the 
extreme, and his voice hardly audible 
The fits of coughing had brought pains 
in his chest and shoulders, and, think- 
ing his end was near, he said to Dr. 
Lapponi: 
"Tell me when the timS 


really comes." „ 


The doctor 
assured His 
Holiness 


that he believed the danger of his im- 
mediate death was averted for the 
night and for today. 


Thepe seemingly last moments of 


Pope Leo are full of. selemnity. Per- 
haps his last hours would be less mel- 
ancholy and sad if the august sufferer 
were less conscious of the circum- 
stances and his' mind less clear as to 
the duration of. time remaining to him 
before he enters eternity. Although his 
physical powers are at the lowest ebb 
and his breathing becomes more labor- 
ed, the Pope's mind is clear, as is man- 
ifested to all around him by his bright, 
expressive eyes, and the few words he 
now and then succeeds in uttering. 


The scene is so touching that those 


present can scarcely restrain 
then* 


tears. Count Camillo Pecci, the Pope's 
nenhew, whom the dying man kept l»y 
his bedside yesterday, was so exhaust- 
ed late last night by his contending 
emotions that he had to be taken from 
his uncle's room completely worn out. 
A few moments before as fie stood be- 
side the bed, Pope Leo laid his hand on 
Camillo's head, saying: "Take corn- 
age" 


Shortly after 10 o'clock at night the 


Pontiff received the extreme unction. 
At 9 o'clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless that only a short time appar- 
ently remained befoie he would glide 
into his last sleep. 


At T)r Lappon: 
initiative a !ia«ty 


(consultation of the Pope's relatives, 
Cardinal Rampolla and other ecclesias- 
tics was hel'l, and it was decided that 
extreme unction should be given. The 
Pontiff 
received the announcement 


with his usual calmness, and though 
scarcely able to speak audibly he said 
he knew his time had come, and he 
was ready to appear before the sublime 
tribunal with fall trust !n Divine mer- 
cy. 


Monsignor Pifferi, Pope Leo's confes- 


sor, administered the extreme unction, 
and when the ceremony was over His 


Holiness sank back on the pillow with 
apparent great relief that all was done 
and that he was entering into rest af 
ter his long pilgrimage. 


After the administration of the viat- 


icum, telegrams hoping for his recov- 
ery, were shown to tlie Pope, and he 
appeared to be much gratifiedd. One 
of the strangest features in his condi- 
tion is the interest^ the Pope takes in 
telegrams inquiring about his health. 
Yesterday, having ijearcl that a French 
woman whom he had received in audi- 
ence a few weeks ago had telegraphed 
a message of synlpathy, he asked to 
see the dispatch, afd when Monsignor 
Pifferi brought it hi was not satisfied 
with looking at the message, but wish- 
ed to read it.

REVOLUTION 


In Police Court Business is Menaced 


By New Municipal Code 


Interpretation. 


Springfield, O., July 7—Judge Mower 


bauded down a decision in a police 
court case which is regarded as one of 
the most -important since the new 
municipal*code w,ent into effect, anil it- 
it is sustained by the Supreme court, it 
will cause a revolution in the police 
court business in every city in' the 
state. 


Judge Mower held that Section 1,788 


of the Revised Statutes of Ohio, which 
gave police judges final jurisdiction 
in misdemeanor cases, was repealed 
by the Legislature at the special ses- 
sion, and that now they have simply 
the same power as magistrates, which 
means that they have no final jurisdic- 
tion in misdemeanor cases unless the 
defendant enters a plea of guilty and 
signs a paper, waving the right of trial 
by a jury. 


The test case was brought by the 


parents of Clifford Howard, who was 
sentenced to the Lancaster Reform 
school from the police court, for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. Judge Mower's 
decision means that all persons arrest- 
ed for petit larceny, assault and bat- 
tery, etc., will have to be bound over 
to the grand jury. 
This will simply 


swamp the Common Pleas courts with 
criminal business.

In some manner 
he became possessed of a couple of raz- 
ors, and in his fury turned first on hia 
father at the water works, whom ne 
attacked with great violence, in a short 
time his attention was diverted from 
his father and he turned his atacli on 
Dwight Sanford, his father's assistant 
at the'water works. Sanford managed 
to escape the lunatic who next called 
at the poistoffice, and threatened Mr. 
L. A. Austin, the postntaster, because 
there was no mail for him. In the 
afternoon the in sang man went down 
to the creek where he attempted 10 
drown a colored child, who escaped 
from his grasp and elufled him by his 
swiftness of foot. 
The insane man's 


fury however, seemed to be directed 
against his father, as is frequently the 
ease with insane that they -turn against 
those they most care for in their sa'ie 
moments. 
In pursuance of this fesl- 


ing the insane man stopped Roderick 
Jones, who is a member of the Board 
of Public Service, on the highway, an-1 
demanded his father's immediate dL- 
mi£Eal from the water works.

About 
this' time Marshal Moses Jarne^ 'fortu- 
nately came along, much fb ithe repe-E 
of Jones and everybody else, and after

succeeded in arresting Reed. He only 
accomplished this, however, after he 
had covered Reed with a revolver. Ta 
marshal and several assistants took 
Reed to Newark on Saturday night and 
placed him in the County Jail for sale 
keeping.

But Polydorus applies it to Kentish

ville,.|Hl., where a negro was recently 
lynched for criminal assault not attend- 
e'd with death, United' States Senator 
Hopkins, in denial of facts before him, 
urged as a remedy for Southern and 
not 
Northern lynching 
retaliation 


against th'e Southern States that have 
disfranchised negroes. 
He spoke in 


ealogistie terms of negroes elected to 
Congress from the South, and declared 
it "a shame and a disgrace" that there 
are no longer negroes elected to Con- 


'"the question naturally arises, Why 


are negroes not elected to Congress 
from the North? The way ito do so 
has been open to the Republican party 
of the Northern States since 'the time 
of the Civil War, and yet the North, 
electing a large majority of the repre- 
sentatives and senators, has in no sin 
gle instance chosen a black man for 
senator or representative in Congress. 


Every northern" man who goes South 


to live very quickly realizes the rea- 
son why no negroes are elected to Con- 
gress from that region. Whatever tne 
northern man's former political views 
may have been makes no difference. 
In the South he sees the necessity for 
white supremacy in government and as 
quickly becomes a convert to white 
rule if he h'id' formerly been a Repub- 
lican as if he had been a. Democrat. 


But regardless of the justice or in- 


justice of the South';* course, the hy- 
pocrisy and cant of Republican politic- 
ians of the North is certainly conspic- 
uous. 
They are insistent in profession 


that the South shall return negro con- 
gressmen, but in practice they reject 
the notion as applied to the section 
where they have almost unchallenged 
political control and domination. 


Listen to the way this canting hypo- 


crite, himself a United States Senator, 
talks to the Republicans of Illinois: 


It is a shame, and a disgrace to these 


(Southern) States that there are no 
longer men of color in their congres- 
sional delegations.* It is a shame to 
the Nation that the hewers of wood 
and^the drawers of water in thcte 
States are not represented bj men of 
their own class, and until public sen- 
timent shall be aroused 
and 
these 


States return negroes to Congress it 
will continue to be a disgrace to the 
people of the United States. 


If it i" a "disgrace" to the Southern 


people not to elect negro congressmen, 
why rs it not a greater disgrace that 
the Northern Republicans, controlling 


the election of four-fifths of the mem- 
bers, have never in a single instance, 
chosen a colored man to Congress? It 
shows their professions are only sham 
and hypocrisy, and exposes the utter 
nonsense of their censure of the South- 
ern people, for not doing the thing 
they themselves reject with contempt.

judges who severally deliver them 
from the bench. This authority Is not 
always given, the judge exercising his 
own discretion about it.

to the home of the judge to get the 
written authority, and perhaps by the 
time he gets back to the capitol the 
ottice of 'the clerk of the court is 
closed.—Indianapolis Sentinel. 


AN OCEAN PATROL. 


Project to Take Place 


of Red Cromi In the Army. 


One English shipbuilder is further- 


ing a project which if carried through 
will be the means of much saving of 
life and property in midoccan, says the 
New York Herald. He calls it the In- 
ternational Blue Cross Ocean Life and 
Salvage Service. It is meant to take 
the place of the Kcd Cross In the army. 


It will consist of a fleet of ten life- 


boats and one store bvwt to patrol the 
north Atlantic along the line of travel 
of the great ocean steamers. The aim 
is that of saving vessels and crews in 
distress. 
They will have a regular 


schedule of time, which will be sent 
to all captains of vessels, so that in 
case of wreck or fire or disablement 
the officers Avill know at what exact 
date and point a Blue Cross boat may 
be expected, and much may be done to 
save both life and money. 


The salvage is to go to the respec- 


tive governments which fitted the fleet 
out in proportion to their shipping' ton- 
nage. He expects the various nations 
who have much traffic on the high seas 
to appropriate sums necessary to the 
complete outfitting of the boats and 
crews. The project seems to have met 
with approval in high places, and ere 
long we may expect the Blue Cross as 
well as the Red Cross to the rescue of 
human lives in danger. 


WAIFS IN FLOATING HOUSE. 


Three Little Children Sent Adrift In 


Their Home l»y the Ivnimnx Flood. 
Three young children were rescued a 


few days ago from a floating house at 
Napoleon, Mo., a small river town in 
Lafayette county, thirty-five miles east 
of Kansas City, Mo., says the New 
York Times. 
The story was told to 


the relief committee at Kansas City 
by a farmer from Independence, Mo. 
The farmer said the eldest of the three 
children was barely old enough to talk, 
nnd all that was learned from them 
was that they lived in Kansas. 


The farmer said that the house was 


washed ashore near Napoleon and that 
when citizens of the town went to ex- 
amine it they were surprised to find 
the three children in it. The children 
were wet through and crying. 
The 


house was a two story frame structure, 
and there were several feet of water 
over the first floor. The children had 
taken refuge in the second story of the 
house. It is not known if their parents 
were drowned or had left them alone 
in the house. If the waifs came from 
Kansas they must have-floated down 
the Kaw river to the Missouri past 
Kansas City in one of the many float- 
ing houses that passed there recently.

were fired. 


There was a rumored riot in town 


which has brought additional crowds, 
of sympathizers with the 
different 


races, and the police have hard work 
preventing 
crowds from 
gathering. 


There have been dozens of personal en- 
counters on the street, but no iiuels 
with weapons. 


The grand jury met yertorday and 


indicted Lee Brown, the negro who 
killed Patrolman Massey, for murder in 
the first degree. . The general feeling 
of unrest and uneasiness caused a 
meeting of Mayor Covert, Sheriff Kratz 
and the county officials at which the 
grave situation was discussed and plans 
made to protect all citizens if another 
outbreak is precipitated. All saloons in 
the city were ordered closed last even- 
ing at 6 o'clock. Mayor Covert made 
the following statement: 


"The feeling between the 
whites, 


and the blacks of ithis city has been 
brewing for some time and the murder 
of Patrolman Massey caused the feel 
ing to become intensified. I shall do 
all in my power to suppress rioting in 
the city and will depend on the militia 
to help me do it- I expect the police 
to deputize enough men to suppress all 
lawlessness." 


Mayor Covert issued the following 


proclamation: 


"The condition of anarchy and law- 


lessness that prevailed in this com- 
munity Sunday night was a disgrace 
to civilized people, and a repetition of 
its scandalous proceedings will not be 
tolerated."

In the battle that ensued 
tnree negroes were shot and many in- 
jured. All the remaining colored peo- 
ple took flight, and since that time not 
one negro has been permitted to re- 
main in the city. 


All afternoon crowds of men were 


discussing the importation o£ the col- 
ored men for the 
banquet and they 


were held in the banquet hal! to avoid 
an outbreak. 


At 7 o'clock a crov\ d of 2.000 or;more 


hovling men and boys appeared on the 
public square, and all efforts to pre- 
vent them from doir? violence to the 
negroes for awhile seemed futile. Two 
or three prominent laboring men 
mounted boxes in the streets and ad- 
monished the excited throng to allow 
tho negroes to be escorted t>eaceably 
to the next outgoing train. In the 
meantime about forty extra policemen 
were sworn in and guarded the passage 
"f the negroes through a rear street. 
The train was stopped in the yards and 
the colored men were allowed to board 
H and left the city without violence, 
although the mob refused to be quieted 
nnlil a late hour. 


The banquet proceeded with many 


prominent men of the city donning the 
white caps and aprons.

Close Formation* ^p Be Restricted. 


More Open Play Aasared. 


Walter Camp, the chairman of the 


football rules committee, broke his si- 
lence the other nig?jt over the work of 
the committee, says a'New Haven dis- 
patch to the New York American. He 
said the following changes in the .rules 
were decided upon at a recent meeting 
of the commltte'e at Philadelphia: 


"Between the tnenty-hve yard lines, 


from one twenty-fne yard line to the 
other, seven men shall be kept in the 
line. 
Within the respective twenty- 


five yard lines toward the goals the old 
style of mass play is allowable. 


''Between the respective^ twenty-five 


yard lines, practically the center of the 
field, the quarter back will be permit- 
ted to run with the ball without previ- 
ously passing it to any one, provided 
he crosses the line of scrimmage at 
least five yards from where the ball is 
put into play." 


These changes have been adopted 


with a view to making the play of the 
great college game more open or spec- 
tacular. 
While the changes in' the 


rules will have this effect, the1 rules are 
not so sweeping as they seem at first 
glance. 


When the teams are within twenty- 


five yards of a goal the side in posses- 
sion of the ball can use the guard back 
or tackle ba^k formation; in short, the 
style of mass play that has been In 
vogue on the gridiron during1 the past 
few years. 


While the quarter back can now run 


with the ball, he only has this power to 
a very limited degree, as he will have 
to cross the line -nithln five yards of 
where the ball was put In play. About 
all he can do is to plunge straight for- 
ward or at an angle. He could hardly 
accomplish an end run with this re- 
striction. Again, lie has only this priv- 
ilege in center field between the twen- 
ty-five yard lines. 


Another rule practically adopted by 


the committee is to allow the side 
scored against to have the choice of 
kicking off or taking the defensive 
when the ball is again put in play. 


Iron In Shipbuildings 


It is stated that iron is gradually dis- 


placing steel for shipbuilding purposes 
in England. The prices of iron plates 
are quoted as ?1 22 a ton dearer than 
steel. Expericncp has shown that iron 
is less subject to corrosion from the ac- 
tion of salt water and the atmosphere 
than steel, and consequently the life 
of an iron sbip is longer than that of a 
steel ship. Manufacturers are trying to 
produce lighter iron of greater tensile 
strength. 


Mlllionnirex of XCTT York. 


It is estimated that there are in New 


York city today 1,320 millionaires as 
against 294 in ]>>SO and 25 in 3S53? 
There were no millionaires in New 
York 300 years :i-;o. The first person 
to reach that distinction was John Ja- 
cob Astor, who became a millionaire 
about 1820.

FREAK OF NATURE 


A MOUNTAIN MONUMENT 


One of the most remarkable natural 


curiosities on the earth is to be seen in 
a rugged and almost inaccessible part 
of the newly opened but already fa- 
mous Thunder mountain gold region 
in Idaho. This strange freak of na- 
ture is called Sheep Eater's monu- 
aient and is said to have derived its 
name from a tribe of Indians formerly 
inhabiting the district. 


The monument is seventy feet high 


and consists of a rough shaft composed 
of bowlders and graveL tapering slight- 
ly upward and capped by a huge ir- 
regular rock whose weight is estimat 
ed at not less than fifty tons. The cap 
rests on slender projections from the 


away by the elements, threatening the 
eventual fall of the great stone. 
The 


monument stands on the slope of a 
ridge which rises 1,000 feet and de- 
scends 500 feet from the site. It was 
undoubtedly formed by erosion. 
The 


surface of the declivity has been for 
centuries and Is yet being washed 
away by water, the result of melting 
snows and rainfalls. 


Originally the capstone was station- 


ed on the ground, but gradually the 
soil surrounding it was carried away, 
a narrow vertical section Just under it 
being left Intact owing probably to 
some hard cementing substance in the 
conglomerate and possibly also to the 
direction in which the eroding torrents 
expended their force. How Ions: a time 
was required to form the shaft mny be 
only partly realized when it is stated 
tlflit there are trees not far nway faller- 
than the monument. As the erosive 
process continues the shaft i<5 likely to 
increase in length unless a soft spot 
should be reached under the present 
surface, in whifeh case the curious for- 
mation might topple over and break 
into pieces.— Leslie's Weekly.

HOTV inlands Acquire Vegetation. 
Nature in her slow, leisurely way is 


making a highly instructive experi- 
ment for us to show how islands inny 
acquire their vegetation. Just twenty 
years ago the most stupendous volcan- 
ic eruption of modern times destroyed 
all life, animal and vegetable, in the 
island of Krakatoa. Three years later 
Dr. Treub visited the place and found 
some lowly microscopic algre settling 
on the pumice and lavn. 
These, it 


seemed, acted as decomposing agencies 
and prepared the way for ferns, which 
soon began to appear. Then followed 
a few flowering plants, probably from 
drift seeds. Five years ago there had 
settled sixty-two species of vascular 
plants, fifty of these being flowering 
species and representing 
twenty-one 


natural orders. All these Mr. Bottling 
Hemsley of the Kew gardens thinks 
reached the isjands independently of 
man. He computes that about 8 per 
cent were carried by birds, 32 per cent 
borne by the wind and over 60 per cent 
cast up by the sea waves. In time 
without man's aid the island, twenty 
miles from its nearest neighbor, will be 
again covered with vegetation.—Lon- 
don Telegraph.

DREDGING MANILA HARBOR. 


The spring was unusually mild in 


Eastern Europe this year. 


Interesting Relics Fished Up by a 


Bis Dredger. 


The great hydraulic dredger now at 


work filling the section of the harbor 
at Manila that is to be reclaimed has, 
since it begun operations, brought some 
queer objects to the surface, but noth- 
ing more interesting or valuable than 
an old quadrant brought up a few days 
ago, says the Manila Times. The old 
nautical instrument bore the date of 
1603 and was in a perfect state of 
preservation. 
It was made of pun 


metal, and was evidently lost by one 
of the ancient galleons some time in 
the seventeenth century. It was turned 
over to Engineer Pope, who had it 
cleaned and who counts it a great 
treasure. 


Before the big dredger was started 


a receptacle for any heavy objects 
taken up by the pumps was fitted up< 
and some very interesting articles have 
been dropped into it and saved by the 
workmen. Many old shells and cannon 
balls have r»een found and a number 
of old ship's fittings have also been 
raised. The dredger is working' in the 
neighborhood of an old anchorage, and 
it is cxpected-that during the progress 
of the extensive harbor work many 
things of interest and possibly of value 
will be brought to the surface.

day, one of the most prosperous and 
ileasant in Ohio, depending largely for 
ts wealth and the support of her 22,000

A Cantion to Street*oarti. 


In 1S34 the rftmitive Methodists of 


Burnley issued an edict against Sun- 
day courting. They regarded it as so 
serious an offense against the dignity 
of the Sabbath that they actually pass- 
ed1 in solemn and sober earnest the fol- 
lowing stern and autocratic minute: 
"That we do not allow young men and 
'young women of our society to court 
with each other on Sunday; neither do 
we allow our single men and women 
to walk in thd street together, arm in 
arm, at any time; neither do we allow 
them to stand at street corners chat- 
ting together." 


In 3IedIa*vnl Cities. 


There can be no doubt that one rea- 


son why cities did iidt grow so rapidly 
in the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies as in the nineteenth is the ex- 
cessively high death rate that pre- 
vailed during Hie earlier period. The 
flood of immigration, mighty as it was, 
did little more than make good the 
places of those citizens who fell vic- 
tims to grievous sanitary conditions. 
From the facts that can be obtained 
it seems to ha\e been uiihci salty true 
that almost up to the beginning of the 
nineteenth century the death rate of 
large cities exceeded the birth rate. 
This was not because the birth rate 
was abnormally low, but because the 
death rate was abnormally high. In 
the mediaeval city both birth rate and 
death rate were far higher than at 
present 
Infant mortality must have 


mounted to a grewsonie height. The 
uncleanliness and overcrowding of city 
dwellers, now largely relegated to the 
slums of our great cities, was the nor- 
mal state of nearly all classes of so- 
ciety in the London and Paris of Louis 
and Elizabeth.—Professor Edwin O. 
Jordan in Popular Science Monthly.

DO not know how much testimony

We think of a tree us u cooling agent 


because its shade protects us from the 
heat of the sun, but it cools the air in 
another way that is not generally 
known; in fact, it cools the air around 
it as u lump of ice cools a vessel of 
water. 


The tree lias a body temperature of 


about 43 degrees, just as we have 
a body temperature of US degrees, 
which is not affected by outside influ- 
ences. It is the tree's blood heat, so 
to speak. So that the air around it is 
cooled by the tree itself as well as by 
the shade it makes. 


When a tree in full leaf is struck by 


a strong wind we wonder that it is not 
torn all to pieces. And so it would be 
but for the way the limbs and twigs 
are arranged by nature. That arrange- 
ment is such that the effect of the 
wind la broken, for the liuibs sway aiid 
move in a hundred directions instead 
of one, and the force of the blast is s=o 
scattered that it is comparatively 
harmless. 


If the limbs all moved at once in the 


same direction no tree could escape 
being torn apart.
